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NEWSROOM NOTES—In 1969, 
5.1 million motor vehicles were 
registered in Illinois, sixth high­ 
est among the states and equal 
to approximately five per cent 
of the U.S. total. Cook County 
alone had more than two million 
registered vehicles, second only 
to Los Angeles County. 


Nearly 550,000 people in Illi­ 
nois were engaged in the 
many activities related to the 
production and use of motor 
vehicles in 1967. Of this total, 
more than 88,000 worked for 
the state’s 13,500 automotive 
retail businesses, which had 
combined sales of $4.4 billion. 
The state’s 3,300 automotive 
wholesale businesses em­ 
ployed 30,000 and had sales of 
$5 billion in 1967. Trucking 
companies 
(340,000 
em­ 
ployes), state, county, and lo- 


vcal highway departments 


<24,(KM) employes), and motor 
vehicle and motor vehicle 
parts manufacturers (23,000 
employes) were other major 
employers in 1967. 


Illinois ranked ninth in 1969 in 
passenger car production, as­ 
sembling 370,000 (4.5 per cent) 
of the 8.2 million cars manufac­ 
tured domestically in that year. 
This represents a significant 
increase from 1963 when the 
state ranked 13th, producing 
122.000 (1.6 per cent) of the 
7.6 million national total. 


Both Chrysler and 
Ford 


have 
automobile 
assembly 


plants in Illinois; the former’s 
plant, located in Belvidere, 
employed 
approximately- 
5.000 people in fiscal 1970, and 
the latter’s plant, situated in 
Chicago, engaged 4,500. In ad­ 
dition, Ford has an automo­ 
bile stamping plant in Chica­ 
go Heights, which employed 
4,700 in fiscal 1970, and a parts 
depot in Melrose Park, which 
employed 400. General Mo­ 


tors has a factory in Willow 
Springs, which 
employed 


3,500 in the production of au­ 
tomobile parts and stampings 
in fiscal 1970. 


In addition, Illinois had about 
150 firms which produced auto­ 
motive accessories and equip­ 
ment in 1970. Included among 
these firms were some of the 
country’s best-known manufac­ 
turers, such as the Aamco 
Transmission Company (Deca­ 
tur), the Borg-Warner Corpora­ 
tion (Chicago), the Goodyear 
Tire and Rubber Company 
(North Chicago), the Midas- In­ 
ternational Corporation (Chica­ 
go), and the Stewart-Warner 
Corporation (Chicago). 


Last year, as a result of 


generally sluggish sales and 
the 10-week General Motors 
strike, motor vehicle produc­ 
tion dropped to eight million 
units, approximately 20 per 
cent lower than in 1969. U.S. 
auto makers seem confident 
that 1971 will be a much better 
year than 1970 was and are 
predicting 
record-breaking 


sales of 12 million units. How­ 
ever, the industry’s steel or­ 
ders indicate that this esti­ 
mate is overly optimistic. 
The future outlook for the in­ 
dustry seems favorable. The 
U.S. Department of Commerce 
predicts annual sales of nearly 
13 million motor vehicles, in­ 
cluding 10.5 million passenger 
cars, by 1975. Car imports from 
Europe and Japan are expected 
to number approximately 1.1 
million units; 
their current 
share of the U.S. market (10 per 
cent) is expected to be main­ 
tained, but not increased, as a 
result of competition from 
American subcompacts. 
The 
department also predicts that 
the cars of 1975 will generally be 
smaller, safer, higher in quali­ 
ty, and lower in emissions. 


'Mistake of historic proportions' 
Rogers in plea against 
cutback in Europe force 


WASHINGTON <AP> - Sec­ 
retary of State William P. Ro­ 
gers said today Senate approv­ 
al of a 50 per cent cut in U.S. 
troop 
strength 
in 
Europe 
“ would be a mistake of historic 
proportions” and “ would signal 
the end” of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization. 
Rogers also cited 
today’s 
statement by Soviet Communist 
party leader Leonid Brezhnev 
about possible talks for mutual 
troop reductions in Europe. 
“ It is clear if we do it uni­ 
laterally we would kiss that is­ 
sue goodbye,” Rogers said. 
Rogers’ statement during a 


Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee hearing on proposed leg­ 
islation to curb presidential 
war powers marked the latest 
round in the Nixon adminis­ 
tration’s battle to stave off Sen­ 
ate approval of an amendment 
proposed by Senate Democratic 
Leader Mike Mansfield. 
Earlier, in response to a 
question 
by 
the 
committee 
chairman, Sen. J. W. Fulbright, 
D-Ark., Rogers said Congress 
has the power to cut U.S. troop 
strength in Europe by limiting 
appropriated funds. The Mans­ 
field amendment would bar 
U.S. funds for more than 150,- 


000 American troops in Europe 
after the end of 1971 
Sen. Robert P. Griffin of 
Michigan, the Republican whip, 
told the Senate earlier that a 
vote to force a 150,000-man re­ 
duction in U.S. troop strength 
in Europe could derail “ the 
most promising disarmament 
talks of our time.” 
But Sen. Mike Mansfield of 
Montana, leader of the Demo­ 
cratic majority, said he will 
press his troop cut amendment 
despite the invitation of Leonid 
Brezhniv, chairman of the So­ 
viet 
Communist 
Party, 
to 
NATO nations to start negotia­ 


tions in European troop and ar­ 
mament reductions. 
Mansfield said his effort to 
force a cut to 150,000 Ameri­ 
cans by Dec 31 will be affected 
“ not in the least” by the Brezh­ 
nev suggestion. 
He told newsmen he wel­ 
comed the negotiations propos­ 
al. hopes and assumes Presi­ 
dent Nixon will accept it. 
He said 
it 
is 
immaterial 
whether the Soviet statement 
will affect the outcome of the 
Senate vote on his amendment, 
scheduled to come late next 
Wednesday. 
“ I think we can decide our 


own policy in this country with­ 
out outside assistance,” Mans­ 
field said. 
But Griffin said the Mansfield 
proposal could undermine any 
arms reduction talks. 
“ The timing of the Mansfield 
amendment 
could 
not 
have 
been more unfortunate or in­ 
appropriate.” 
Griffin 
said. 
“ The Senate is in danger of go­ 
ing down in history as the Sen­ 
ate which derailed the most 
promising disarmament talks 
of our time.” 
“ It's a strange way to nego­ 
tiate to pull the rug out from 
underneath our negotiator just 


as he's about to sit down at the 
table,” Griffin said. 
Griffin said his check of Sen­ 
ate strength on the troop cut 
amendment indicates “ we’ve 
got 
a 
tough 
fight 
on 
our 
hands.” 


He declined to disclose the 
exact figures, but said the out­ 
look now is for a close vote. 
“ We’re 
gaining 
strength,” 
Griffin said. 


President Nixon, meantime, 
recalled his top military com­ 
mander in Europe and the U.S. 
ambassador to NATO to help 
fight Mansfield’s amendment.

NEW YORK (AP) — After an 
eight-month trial, 13 Black Pan­ 
thers accused of bomb con­ 
spiracy have been acquitted in 
a verdict reached so swiftly 
that the jurors surprised even 
themselves. 
The panel, which included 
five blacks and a Puerto Rican, 
acquitted the defendants on all 
12 counts of an indictment 34 
hours after the case had been 
turned over to them Thursday. 
“ We had lunch and began 
talking and we were amazed to 
find out right away that we felt 
about the same,” said Fred­ 
erick Hills, an editor. "The 
miracle was that 12 people of 
such 
extraordinary 
diverse 
backgrounds 
all 
felt 
pretty 
much the same way.” 
It took the foreman, James 
Fox, a black musician, 10 min­ 
utes to read the verdict on each 
of 12 counts for each of the 13 
defendants. Spectators cheered, 
applauded and sobbed as he 
read the last of the 156 ver­ 
dicts, all “ not guilty.” 
Afeni Shakur, one of the two 
women defendants, and 
the 
only one of the 13 free in bail, 
shrieked as Fox read “ not guil­ 
ty” counts against her husband 
Lumumba, 29. He and most of 
the other defendants had been 
in jail since arrested in pre­ 
dawn raids April 2, 1969. 
Jurors, defendants, six de­ 
fense lawyers, relatives and 
friends crowded into the lobby 
of the Criminal Courts building, 
laughing, crying and hugging 
each other. 
“ I’m dazed—I ’m dazed,” said 
Curtis Powell, one of the de­ 
fendants. 
Two of those acquitted fled to 
Algeria during the trial. Chief 
defense lawyer Gerald Lefcourt 
said he would try to negotiate 
the return of Michael Tabor 
and Richard Moore, who for­ 
feited bail of $150,000. 
Asst. Dist. Atty. Joseph A. 
Phillips, the prosecutor, said 
“ We felt we had a very, very 
strong case and we were sur­ 
prised at the verdict. We were 
particularly surprised that the 
jury could evaluate the very 
complicated evidence in just 
two hours 
“ There were 12 charges. The 
judge took three days to charge 
the jury. The summations took 
three weeks. The evidence took 
over six months.” 
In addition, the case went 
through seven months of pre­ 


trial 
hearings 
which 
were 
frequently 
marked 
by 
dis­ 
ruptions. 
The Panthers were accused 
of plotting to bomb department 
stores at the height of the Eas­ 
ter shopping season and to 
murder policemen. They were 


charged with attacks on two po­ 
lice stations and a school dis­ 
trict office. 


The three main prosecution 
witnesses were undercover po­ 
licemen who infiltrated the par­ 
ty almost from its inception

Lawyers are for the purpose of 
helping us conduct ourselves ac­ 
cording to the laws under which we 
live. There is argument that lawyers 
should not be the dominant group 
who create our laws. 
The Illinois State Legislature has 
now proposed a law giving members 
of our State Legislature the power to 
appoint judges to various courts 
when there is a vacancy due to death 
or resignation. In larger cities the 
legislators are controlled by the par­ 
ty boss. Would it not be possible then 
to dictate which one of his friends 
would be appointed as a judge. 
Surely our representatives in our 
State Legislature can find a better 
way to solve this problem. In our 
past history when legislatures had 
this power to appoint judges we had 


many scandals. 
Our new constitution, which is ef­ 
fective July 1st, says any vacancies 
in our courts may be filled as the 
General Assembly may provide by 
law. You can see how confusing this 
last sentence is and it gives the at­ 
torneys in our State Legislature the 
opportunity to put themselves in the 
position of controlling the judges on 
the courts. If the General Assembly 
fails to act on these appointments 
they may be made by the Supreme 
Court.

The International Payments 
Mechanism was severely shaken 
this week by large-scale speculative 
shifts of funds. The shifts were 
significant enough 
to 
prompt 
temporary closing of several 
European foreign exchange mar­ 
kets. 
The movements of funds were 
motivated in some instances by the 
legitimate desires of individuals and 
corporations abroad to protect the 
value of their dollar assets in the 
face of widespread rumors of im­ 
pending devaluation of the dollar. In 
other instances, the flows were 
motivated by rumors that some cur­ 
rencies, particularly the German 
mark, would be revalued upward, 
allowing speculators quick profits. 
Fundamentally, 
however, 
the 
movements were symptomatic of 
weaknesses that have plagued the 
international monetary system for 
years. 
The central features of the pres­ 
ent international monetary system 
are the relatively fixed rates at 
which foreign currencies can he ex­ 
changed for the dollar and the fixed 
rate at which dollars held by foreign 
official institutions can be converted 
into gold by the United States. 
Trhough agreements between indi­ 
vidual governments and the Inter­ 
national 
Monetary 
Fund, 
the 
“ price” —par value—of a unit of 
each country’s currency is defined 
in terms of the dollar. The monetary 
authorities of the individual coun 
tries undertake to maintain the par 
value within one per cent on either 
side of the parity by two kinds ol 
day-to-day operations in the foreigr 
exchange markets: 
. . . buying dollars (placing them 
in their reserves) when the supply of 
dollars offered for sale against the 
domestic currency exceeds the 
demand, causing the price of the 
dollar to drop below the agreed 
limit; 
. . . selling dollars from govern­ 
ment reserves when the demand for 
dollars exceeds the supply and 
causes the dollar to rise above the 
agreed limit. 
Given the fact that most interna­ 
tional transactions are settled in dol­ 
lars, the supply of—and the demand 
for—dollars in any one national 
foreign 
exchange 
market 
is 
determined by the volume of in­ 
ternational transactions engaged in 
by the residents of that country. 
When a country is running a deficit 
in its balance of payments (buying 
more foreign-produced goods, ser­ 
vices, and securities than it is selling 
of the domestic varieties), 
the 
domestic market experiences an 
excess demand for the dollar that 
must be met by the monetary au­ 
thorities. When a country is running 
a surplus in its balance of payments 
(selling 
more domestic-produced 
goods, services, and securities 
abroad than it is buying in foreign 
markets), an excess supply of 
dollars emerges in the national ex­ 
change market and monetary au­ 
thorities must intervene to absorb it. 
In every year but two since 1950, 
the United States had been running a 
deficit in its balance of payments, 
with surpluses in the accounts of 
most European countries as their 
counterparts. During the Fifties, 
such deficits were welcomed since 
they permitted European countries 
to replenish their war-depleted 
reserves with dollars. By 1960, how­ 
ever, aS the outflow of dollars in the 
form of «foreign investment ac- 
the U.S. deficit began to 


he viewed with some concern. The 
United States found itself in­ 
creasingly in the position of a bank 
with a continuously improving 
overall asset position but with a de­ 
teriorating 
liquidity 
position: 
Throughout the postwar period, 
total U.S. assets abroad have 
exceeded total U.S. liabilities 
to foreigners by an increasingly 
larger margin. However, at the 
same time, the U.S. liquidity posi­ 
tion continued to deteriorate, and 
since 1960, U.S. liquid liabilities to 
foreigners have exceeded the value 
of U.S. gold stock and other reserve 
assets. This, in the minds of some 
observers, raised questions about 
the ability and willingness of the 
United States to continue to make 
good on its pledge to convert into 
gold foreign-held dollars at the rate 
of $35 per ounce. The suspicion cul­ 
minated in a “ gold rush” in 1960— 
speculative buying of gold in antici­ 
pation of its revaluation by the 
United States. The speculative wave 
was turned aside by the President’s 
reaffirmation of U.S. determination 
to maintain the price. But the un­ 
easiness continued. 
Since the early Sixties, the U.S. 
Government has endeavored to 
correct the situation. Various 
measures were enacted to restrain 
the flow of U.S. funds abroad, and 
U.S. monetary and fiscal policies 
were directed doward improving the 
country’s balance of payments. But 
the deficit continued and even ac­ 
celerated in the late Sixties as the 
gradual overheating of the U.S. 
economy sucked in an 
ever- 
increasing volume of foreign goods. 
With 
increasing 
reluctance, 
European central banks have con­ 
tinued to absorb the surplus dollars 
flowing into their national markets. 
Many foreign bankers have believed 
for some time that the flows were 
contributing to the development of 
inflationary pressures in their own 
economies, or at least making their 
efforts to deal with sych pressures 
more difficult. 
In 1969, the situation was tem­ 
porarily relieved by the sharp 
tightening of monetary conditions in 
the 
U.S. 
Banks 
in 
this coun­ 
try, in their efforts to accommodate 
strong loan demand while cut off 
from the domestic sources of funds, 
became heavily engaged in borrow­ 
ing dollars held abroad. In that year, 
the United States recorded a surplus 
in its balance of payments (com­ 
puted on the official transaction 
basis) as foreign central banks lost 
reserves in meeting the heavy de­ 
mand for dollars. 
But the relief proved to be only 
temporary. As monetary conditions 
in the United States eased during 
1970 and early 1971, U.S. banks 
began to repay their previous 
borrowings at an increasingly high 
rate. This flow, superimposed on 
the chronic outflow of dollars, 
sharply increased the supply of dol­ 
lars in the hands of foreigners. In 
searching for a profitable return on 
these assets, the holders of these 
dollars turned to those markets 
offering the highest return on short­ 
term investment. The increases 
gave rise to speculation that these 
countries might undertake to stem 
further inflows by revaluation. This 
prompted further inflows. The 
conditions snowballed into the 
vicious circle of speculative ac­ 
tivities that culminated this week in 
the dosing of foreign exchange 
markets in five major western 
European countries. 


Cons titution not writte n to limit pe ople

From May 14 to Sept. 17, 1787, the 
Constitutional Convention met in 
Philadelphia. The delegates were a 
heartsick, weary crowd. 
Not even a full representation 
could be mustered from the states. 
Delgates from only nine were 
present at the opening. Later, 12 
states were representated. To para­ 
phrase Winston Churchill, never 
have so many owed so much to so 
few. 
The delegates’ mace had been a 
long time at the forge. Cornwallis 
surrendered at Yorktown in 1781. 
But the British did not fully evacuate 
New York until 1783. For awhile at 
Philadelphia it looked as if politics 
would be the king of the mountain. 
But the delegates knew they were 
dealing with our prayers, our hearts, 
our hopes, our human security. 
Alexander Hamilton prepared 
the summons for the delegates. They 
were appointed by all states except 
Rhode Island. Benjamin Franklin, 
81, victorious in the triumph of his 
common sense and looking rather 
pale but perky, was the oldest. 
Nicholas Gilman of New Hampshire, 
32, was the youngest. George 
Washington, impressive and for­ 


midable, was nominated to preside. 
There had been attempts to 
persuade Washington to become 
king, supported by the army, and at­ 
tempts to invite the youngest son of 
the British sovereign, George III, to 
rule this unenergetic and disillu­ 
sioned land. Or, preposterously 
enough, were we to become depen­ 
dents under the French monarchy? 
At one moment Napoleon himself 
liked that idea. Expecting to at least 
visit America, Napoleon, through a 
brother, actually bought a house 
here. The house was near Water­ 
town, N.Y., and still stands today. 
“ Proclaim liberty throughout all 
the land and unto all the inhabitants 
thereof.” These words appear on the 
crown of the Liberty Bell. But when 
the Revolutionary War ended, the 
feeling of common danger was lost. 
Much American anxiety for our full 
independence was lost with it. 


For eight long years, from 1781 
through 1789, this situation grew 
more and more desperate. The dele­ 
gates were patiently picking up the 
stones which had shattered our new 
nation’s window panes. And they 
knew all greatness begins with a 
dream.

U.S. polic y s hift

WASHINGTON (N E A )- The 
changing U.S.-Soviet military bal­ 
ance of power makes inevitable a 
major shift in U.S. foreign strategy. 


It makes the old freedom of U.S. 
action next to impossible. 
In another Cuban missile crisis, 
we probably could not push a show­ 
down of the 1961 type without a very 
strong reaction by the Russians, 
perhaps in Berlin. 
We probably could not again be 
able to get away unscathed with a 
precautionary military step of the 
type President Eisenhower carried 
out in Lebanon in 1958. 
It means too that the United 
States probably can never again 
take the chance of becoming tied 
down in one country so completely 
as in Vietnam. 
A nuclear stalemate or Soviet su­ 
periority would give USSR new free­ 
dom to promote “ wars of national 
liberation” or underground insur­ 
gencies directed and supplied with 
arms, money and “ volunteers” from 
outside. 
It probably would mean a grad­ 
ual decline in the unity of the free 
world, with more countries attempt­ 


ing some sort of a detente with the 
Soviet Union. 
It could mean a growing activism 
among aggression-minded small na­ 
tions, especially those allied with 
Moscow, because they would have 
less fear of intervention by the Unit­ 
ed States. 
In sum, the growth of Soviet pow­ 
er could tempt the Kremlin and its 
allies into bolder challenges, thus in­ 
crease the danger of war. 
The shift in military power re­ 
sponsible for the trends noted 
above— is dramatic. 
A decade ago, at the Cuban mis­ 
sile crisis, American ICBMs out­ 
numbered Russia’s by 10 to 1. 
American conventional forces domi­ 
nated the seas. 
Today the United States is still 
ahead, but not by much. Some high 
officials argue that by 1975 the Rus­ 
sians may be ahead. Some set the 
date at 1980-82. Though others dis­ 
agree that there is evidence the 
Soviet Union will achieve sujrerior- 
ity most of the exjrerts agree that 
barring a major technological 
breakthrough, the United States will 
never again enjoy the prejwnder- 
ance over Russia that it had in 1961.

On May 28, 1787, the delegates 
began writing the rules of the United 
States Government. The Constitu­ 
tion was signed September 17, to be 
ratified by the states. The Magna 
Charta made England a legal, not a 
regal country. The roots of our 
Revolution, in turn, were in the po­ 
litical rights of the British people, 
asserted successfully in the first 
English Civil War and in their Revo­ 
lution of 1688. 
The great Britisher Edmund 
Burke was alive. He has said: “ Men 
are qualified for civil liberty only in 
proportion to their disposition to put 
chains on their appetites. Intemper­ 
ate, unreasonable men cannot be 
free. Their passions forge their 
fetters.” He warned against people’s 
emphasis on their rights than their 
responsibility ; that freedom without 
responsibility is license, and this 
leads toward anarchy. Only as we 
learn and practice self-discipline 
can we become truly free. 
The delegates knew there must 
be, newly expressed, a set of fun­ 
damental American principles — 
unique in all the world —with defini­ 
tions of thé people’s powers and 
privileges but also of the people’s re­ 
sponsibilities. 


Realizing that tyranny is easy 
and anarchy is equally easy — the 
two ends of the pole hut that. self- 
government is the hardest of all, the 
delegates rested the Constitution on 
the people’s self-discipline and sense 
of responsibility. Emerging from a 
meeting one day Franklin was met 
by a lady who promptly asked, Dr. 
Franklin, what kind of a govern­ 
ment are you giving us?’ He re­ 
plied, “ Madam, a Republic - if you 
can keep it.” 
.. 
But the Constitution was not writ­ 
ten to limit the people. The people 
are always free to change the Con­ 
stitution. It was written to limit the 
lawmakers, which is probably why 
so many politicians have had so 
much trouble with it ever since. 
Power had been compared to a 
great river. When it overflows its 
banks it bears down all before it. “ It 
is an ancient story,” said Franklin 
at Philadelphia. “ We must avoid it 
here.”

Thus was written the Constitution 
of the United States of America, the 
greatest code of protection against 
government ever written in the his­ 
tory of man.

Next year’s election is already 
well under way. Most of the Demo­ 
cratic contenders have tested public 
opinion and appear determined to 
take full partisan advantage of the 
mood of frustration resulting from 
the protracted, seemingly endless 
war in Southeast Asia. In fact, the 
so-called “ doves” seem bent on 
fxmring irresponsible verbal gaso­ 
line on the fires of frustration, ac­ 
tually carrying their attacks to such 
extremes that they are, in my opin­ 
ion, guilty of conducting psychologi­ 
cal warfare against our own people 
and worst of all, against our own 
troops in the field who are loudly ac­ 
cused of fighting an “ immoral 
war” —a war they are told they can­ 
not win and that should and can be 
ended at once by their complete 
withdrawal. Nothing like this has 
ever before been done to American 
troops while risking their lives in the 
performance of duties commanded 
by their country. 
It is a great tribute to our patriot­ 
ic young (and some not so young) 
fighting men that their morale is not 
completely shattered to the point of 
ineffectiveness. I cannot imagine 
how I would have reacted during the 
long years of service in New Guinea 
if prominent political leaders had 
stooped to the demoralizing tactics 
so prevalent today. 
It is strange that it is the political 
“ doves” who have chosen the war as 
their overriding issue in ther contest 
for power with President Nixon. Ac­ 
tually, he is doing what they have 
long demanded. He is withdrawing 
our forces from Vietnam, but of 
course never fast enough to suit the 
extremists. 
When Mr. Nixon first took office, 
he had a choice. We had relatively 
strong military power in Southeast 
Asia, much of it held back and paral­ 
yzed by President Johnson’s politi­ 
cal restirctions based on his fear of 
the Russian Communists abroad and 
the “ doves,” duj^es, pacifists, radi­ 
cals and other so-called anti-war 
groups here at home. The Commu­ 
nists had promised “ meaningful 
negotiations” in return for John­ 
son’s election-eve total halt to the 


bombing of North Vietnam—our on­ 
ly offensive operation directly 
against the Communist aggressors 
in their own country. 
By the time Nixon took office the 
promise had proved to be a fraudu*, 
lent Communist ruse to trick Presi­ 
dent Johnson into putting the allied 
forces completely back on the defen­ 
sive, thereby bolstering the sagging 
morale of the North Vietnamese, 
people and permitting their Commu­ 
nist masters to boast of a successful 
advance down the road to the prom­ 
ised total victory over the “ U.S. Im^ 
perialists.” 
After taking the oath of office,: 
Nixon could have emulated the E i­ 
senhower method used against Com? 
munist North Korea, by threatening, 
through diplomatic channels, to re­ 
new the bombing of military targets 
in North Vietnam, and this time 
make it effective, unless the Com­ 
munists stopped their aggression 
against their neighbors. Instead, life 
wavered, allowed the home front 
frustration and confusion to mount, 
then opted for political appeasement 
by promising withdrawal under the 
title “ Vietnamization” —a synonym 
for 
phased 
withdrawal. 
This 
maneuver somewhat quieted the 
raucous “ Doves” —but not for long. 
To keep the issue alive, they began 
demanding faster and faster with­ 
drawal. Now they are demanding 
that the President set a definite date 
for total withdrawal—a demand 
echoed by our Communist enemies 
both foreign and domestic. 
Passage of time has changed the 
situation. To make such a threat to 
resume the bombing credible today, 
and therefore effective to end the 
war, would probably require rein­ 
forcement of our now-depleted 
forces, especially air power. So on 
the road to extrication through 
“ Vietnamization” the President has 
apparently already taken us irre­ 
versibly past the point of no return; 
but the “ doves,” Communists, and 
assorted “ anti-war” groups are still 
not satisfied. It almost seems that 
nothing less than ignominious defeat 
of their own country will still their 
shrill cries for an “ end now!”

The Sun had a policy of an­ 
swering all letters, so Francis 
P. Church was assigned to re­ 
ply and 
undertook the task 
somewhat reluctantly . 
He wrote: 
“ Virginia, y our little friends 
are wrong They have b een af­ 


fected b y the skepticism of a 
skeptical age 
"Yes, Virginia, there is a 
Santa Claus. He exists as cer­ 
tainly as love and generosity 
and devotion exist, and y ou 
know that they ab ound and give 
to y our life its highest b eauty 
and joy . 
Alas! 
How dreary 
would b e the world it there 
were no Santa Claus! It would 
b e as if there were no Vir­ 
ginias There would b e no child­ 
like faith then, no poetry , no ro­ 
mance to make tolerab le this 
existence."

Douglas remained a Yuletide 
celeb rity , often called on to 
read Church’s editorial.

Nixon-Reagan 
welfare rapport 
suddenly cools

Reagan last month, President 
Nixon exulted: “We have found 
a way to work together.” 
Less than six weeks later, the 
administration has threatened 
the state 
with 
legal 
action 
which could lead to a cutoff of 
federal welfare funds. 
State proposals lowering the 
amount of outside income a 
welfare recipient may earn and 
requiring him to requalify for 
pay ments every four months 
are “not consistent with federal 
law," Elliot L. Richardson, sec­ 
retary of Health, Education and 
Welfare, said Thursday . 
In a speech to the National 
Press Club , Richardson said 
California has b een told that 
unless 
the 
proposals 
are 
amended to b ring them into 
compliance with federal regu­ 
lations “we will initiate new ad­ 
ministrative proceedings.” 
The proposals would shave an 
estim ated 
27,000 
w elfare 
recipients off the rolls. 
Only two weeks ago Reagan, 
threatened with a cutoff of $700 
million in federal welfare aid, 
announced 
a 
$10-million-a- 
month emergency hike in state 
welfare pay ments to b ring Cali­ 
fornia into compliance with fed­ 
eral rules. 
Reagan and his welfare di­ 
rector, Rob ert Carleson, acted 


after losing several court chal­ 
lenges and meeting with Nixon. 
Reagan had accused HEW 
“b ureaucrats" of harassing the 
state and threatening to force 
California to cut welfare aid to 
2.4 million recipients b y run­ 
ning the state out of funds. 
The proceedings threatened 
b y Richardson Thursday would 
b e a hearing to explore all ang­ 
les of the issue. Once this is 
done, the question of cutting off 
funds again could b e consid­ 
ered.

“ We condu ct Ihis censu s 
y early to find ou t how often 
hu nters go ou t each y ear, what 
they are hu nting, and how mu ch 
gam e they hag,” Lock art said 
"From the information, we can 
get p retty good estimates of to­ 
tal k ill and an idea of game p op ­ 
u lation trends ” 
H u nters w ere q u eried on 
dov es, sq u irre ls, p heasants, 
q u ail, rabbits, raccoons, Hu n­ 
garian p artridge, fox and wood­ 
cock s. The su rv ey fou nd that 
10.6 p er cent of the hu nters 
sou ght none of these game ani­ 
m als, restricting their sp ort 
mainly to migratory waterfowl, 
and that 43.7 p er cent hu nted at 
least once ou tside their cou nty 
of residence. 
The total calcu lated harv est 
of dov es was 2,16 5,000, almost 
ex actly the sam e as du ring the 
p rev iou s season. Abou t 24 p er 
cent of the hu nters went for 
dov e at least once. Dov e hu nters 
av eraged ju st ov er fiv e trip s p er 
hu nter and downed abou t fou r 
birds p er hu nt. The av erage bag 
for the 14 y ears, 19 56 throu gh 
19 6 9 , was 1,543,000 dov es.

SPRINGFIELD, 111. (AP) - 
Illinois Sen. William Horsley , 
R-Sp ringfield, has told fellow 
senators he believ es the cost of 
state gov ernment wou ld ru n 
lower if legislators cam e to the 
cap ital less freq u ently . 
Accordingly , Horsley offered 
a resolu tion Thu rsday ask ing 
the Senate and the Hou se to 
concu r in an amendment to the 
19 70 state constitu tion to re­ 
p lace annu al sessions with the 
old biennial meetings. 
Horsley said, 
"Peop le are 
ju st 
p lain 
mad 
abou t 
high 
tax es. We are off ou r rock ers if 
we are going to continu e to 
sp end that k ind of money .” 
The k ind of money he was 
sp eak ing of is the p rop osed $5 
billion state bu dget. Ap p rop ria­ 
tions, he said, hav e already 
mou nted to more than $10 bil­ 
lion, 
dou ble 
the 
gov ernor’s 
bu dget lev el. 
He 
reasoned 
if legislators 
stay ed away from Sp ringfield, 
they do less ap p rop riating. 
Bu t p resident p ro tern Cecil 
Partee, D-Chicago, u rged Hor­ 
sley to p u sh his resolu tion only 
after mu ch consideration. 
Partee reminded the senators 
that the $5,000 salary boost they 
gav e themselv es in Janu ary 
was defended on the grou nds 
that legislators now mu st work 
annu ally , instead of ev ery two 
y ears. 
The senators and rep resenta­ 
tiv es now are p aid $17 ,500 an­ 
nu ally . 
Horsley 
said 
la w m a k e rs 
shou ldn’t worry abou t their sal­ 
aries; salaries are only a frac­ 
tion of the money they sp end 
when they get to Sp ringfield, he 
said. 
“The p eop le of the state of Il­ 
linois wou ld not be mad abou t 
the p ay raise if we wou ld go 
home and stay there,” rather 


than come back ev ery y ear, he 
said. 
Sen. Thomas Hy nes, a Chi­ 
cago Democrat, hinted that the 
p roblem is cau sed not by an­ 
nu al sessions bu t by the fact 
that his p arty is ou t of p ower. 
Tak ing a p ok e at Ogilv ie and 
Horsley , Hy nes said the high 
cost of gov ernment in Illinois is 
cau sed by “ a 
"factor which 
we re goirtjg 1o hav e a chance to 
change in 19 7 2.” 
The deadline for introdu ctions 
had p assed when Horsley of­ 
fered his resolu tion and it cou ld 
not be accep ted withou t a su s­ 
p ension of the ru les, which sen­ 
ators denied. 
The resolu tion was sent to the 
ru les committee where a deter­ 
mination 
will 
be 
made 
on 
whether to p ermit a v ote on the 
p rop osal.

The other side of the war: 
Woman captive, weaker each day, describes release

(Living guerrilla style was 
weakening us, especially me, 
daily. 
Our 
captors 
seemed 
unaffected by the tough regi­ 
men. Our release was hinted at 
but never promised. 1 began to 
be racked by fevers. Then 
suddenly, we crossed from one 
world to another, a world of 
shadow in the night to the 
unaccustomed glare of light, 
speed and noise. Symbolically, 
it was at dawn when we made 
the crossing to freedom, a 
lonely, hesitant and frightened 
group waving a white flag on 
Highway 4. I remembered what 
I had written at the time of a 
prisoner of war release in South 
Vietnam in 1968: “ Their eyes 
look like those of sleepwalkers, 
but their feet tell you it was 
real” ) 
An entry in my scrap paper 
journal : “ Monday. April 26. 
Ache all over, cold with fever. 
Still no cigarettes. Fever cold 
as cold. Wrapped in mine and 
Suz mosquito nets. U PI over 
funk radio says PP rocketed. 
Helos over again. Spend 30 
mins trencher. Gap Tooth says 
release in 
three days, 
but 
secret. 
I 
figure 
that 
a 
deliberate leak to get some­ 
thing out of us. Eyes burning 
with fever.” 
That evening we sat in a 
circle in the dark listening to 
Radio Hanoi news. Several of 
the officers came down to ask 
how 
I 
felt, 
shining 
their 
flashlights at me. The doctor 
had given me a tiffomycin 
tablet after Toshiichi Suzuki 
had called him. 
The interpreter I called Mr. 
Liberation squatted beside me 
in the dark. “ You must do your 
best to keep your health,” he 
said. I nodded, thinking of the 
malaria 
case 
I 
had 
seen 
passing on one of the marches; 
delirious screams coming from 
a 
poncho 
litter. 
It 
was 
becoming 
more 
difficult 
to 
force my mind into reality. 
Tea Kim Heang, the free­ 
lance photographer whom we 
called Moonface, moved beside 
me, 
guessing 
my 
state 
of 
depression. “ Bai tangai,” he 
whispered 
(Cambodian for 
“ three days” ) 
He put 
his 
finger to his lips and jerked his 
head at the guard we called 
Gap Tooth. 
He 
fingered 
a 
bracelet I had woven out of 
vines 
and 
threads 
from 
a 
peasant scarf they had given 
me and pulled more vines from 
the trees around us to make me 
a necklace. 
The following day, April 27, 
Dad, the 
man 
assigned 
to 
answer 
mine 
and 
Suzuki’s 
questions, said we would be 
released. We had been talking 
of 
Sihanouk 
all 
morning, 
hunched over the bamboo table 
in our shelter. “ Bunker” and 
“ ky,” two of the camp dogs, 
dozed under our hammocks. My 
fever was down. But I was still 
wrapped in mosquito nets and 
Suzuki’s shirt which he had 
discarded because of the heat. 
To Be Released 
“ You will be released at 
Trapeang Krailang on Highway 
4,” 
Dad 
told 
us. 
“ The 
Liberation Front will assure 
your safety. You will have two 
sets of clothing, and 300 reils 
(between $5 and $6) each for 
transport. If that is not enough, 
you must not be afraid to tell 
us. Your personal possessions 
will be returned, but according 
to the rules, your cameras will 
be taken.” 
Suzuki and I were silent. Dad 
did 
not 
seem 
puzzled 
or 
surprised. Our release had been 
hinted 
at 
earlier, 
but 
not 
mentioned again. 
“ Are you 
satisfied? Have you anything to 
say?” He asked. 
We simply nodded. 
“ Cam 
on,” we said (Vietnamese for 
“ thank you.” ) 
I wondered if the cameras 
were being given to the Khmer 
Rouge as a ransom for our 
safety. I thought it probable, 
but said nothing

Another journey entry: “ Wed. 
28th. Wrapped up with burning 
head 
and shivers 
all 
day. 
Cambodians say bath means 
release. Doctor gives me four 
pills and head rub. Scolds me 
for taking bath. Try to force 
food. Must eat. Getting too 
weak, can’t even walk to John 
without floating head 
Long 
slow day. Dad goes thru list of 
possessions, but says no more. 
Suzuki is betting on May 1. We 
discuss northerners and south­ 
erners.” 


“ A day seemed like weeks 
before, 
now 
it 
seems 
like 
years,” Sarath said. He was 
right. 
Official Date 
But although we were to walk 
two more days, our official 
release came the next (Thurs­ 
day) morning. 
The guards woke us before 5 
o’clock, earlier than usual. Mr. 
Lib arrived and said, “ put on 
your new clothes. The officer of 
the high command is up here.” 
I emerged from the bath 
house in a new green uniform 
they had given me and Sarath 
said, “ pack, miss, everything.” 
Each of us was given a small 
green cloth bag and I packed 
“ everything” —the torn 
shirt 
and jeans I had been captured 
in, the necklace Moonface had 
made 
for 
me. 
my 
black 
pajamas, toothbrush and tooth­ 
paste. “ Hammock and mosquito 
net, too,” Mr. Lib ordered. 
We stared at each other. Was 
it release or just another long 
march? 
At 
9 
o’clock 
we 
were 
photographed, individually and 
in a group, by a man Mr. Lib 
confided was a 
“ very high 
ranking officer.” Mr. Lib was 
flustered and nervous, although 
it is not Communist habit to 
salute or show deference to 
officers. We discussed the value 
of a camera lens with the 
officer as he squatted beside 
us. Mr. Lib was mistranslating* 
in his nervousness. 
Taken to Shelter 
We then were taken to the 
tree-hidden shelter where we 
had been interrogated. Wooden 
benches were arranged in a 
semi-circle 
before 
a 
table 
covered with the traditional 
green 
and white checkered 
cloth. 
The squat old military man 
who had been in the back­ 
ground during our interrogation 
presided. Before him lay a 
sheaf of documents—“ the offi­ 
cial orders from the Southwest 
Command for the release of 
four journalists and two driver- 
interpreters, according to the 
humane 
principles 
of 
the 
Liberation Armed Forces.” 
We felt awkward in our new 
clothes. The high command 
representative 
cleared his 
throat, put on his spectacles 
and looked up. He seemed 
weary and read 
the order 
slowly. 
Translations were read to us 
and when the sections about the 
“ humane” policies were read 
we were signalled to applaud. 
We did. 
More group photographs fol­ 
lowed before we returned for 
our personal possessions. I was 
handed back my purse, watch, 
a Chinese charm I wear around 
my neck, my ring, aspirin , 
wallet and id cards. Nothing 
was missing. I signed for them, 
and for the 300 reils they gave 
each of us for transportation. 
Says “ Thank You” 
“ You now have the opportuni­ 
ty to say thank you,” Mr. 
Liberation informed us, produc­ 
ing his tape recorder. 
Suzuki took the microphone 
and thanked them in English. 
Moonface followed, in Cambo­ 
dian, then me and Charoon. We 
shook hands all around, the 
officers included, and plates of 
bananas and candy and tea 
were placed on the table. We 
also were given a full package 
of cigarettes each. 
We asked about other journa­ 
lists (there are 17) missing in 
Cambodia. The command re­ 
presentative looked almost em­ 
barrassed, I thought. 
The Liberation Forces could 
not be held responsible for 
journalists who followed the 
Lon Nol troops, he said. It 
sounded like a warning. Suzuki 
and I pressed the question. He 
repeated that it was the policy 
of the Liberation Front never to 
kill prisoners, but said that in 
the southwest region he had no 
knowledge of other 
captive 
journalists. 
I felt a sense of failure. 
It was at 5:40 p.m. that 
evening under a sickle moon 
that we moved out on the first 
leg of the last lap to freedom. 
The entire camp turned out to 
shake hands and say goodbye. 
We were photographed together 
with the officers, then moved 
off into the dusk, turning to 
wave. From 20 yards away, the 
camp looked like just another 
clump of trees. 
N'o Bonds 
We were not tied. The men 
carried rice in scarves slung 
around their necks, and also 
their “ release bags.” There 


were, as usual, six guards— 
Dad, Dave, Gold Tooth, Mr. 
Lib, The Teacher and one of 
the members of the new party 
that had arrived in camp. The 
Cambodians were told that if 
we walked fast it would take 
one night instead of two to 
reach Highway 4. 
I was told I was walking 
“ very well” and that I must 
keep doing my best. My head 
was swimming, my hair and 
new suit drenched with sweat. 
At the next rest stop we simply 
leaned against one anothers 
backs, too tired to sit. 
We saw what looked like a 
town, with scores of bright 
lights, but it was villagers 
fishing for crabs and frogs in 
the flooded but shallow paddy 
fields by the light of oil flares. 
Gold Tooth and Dad joked with 
them and bought 
four live 
frogs, which croaked behind me 
the rest of the march. (They 
ate them for breakfast the next 
morning, roasted over a fire on 
a bamboo skewer). 
I fell at least three times 
despite Dad’s flashlight. Final­ 
ly, he stopped and gave me his 
Ho Chi Minh sandals, put them 
on my feet, and took my 
shower shoes. The Ho sandals 
out 


in front to protect ^he toes and 
were much more comfortable, 
aside from protecting one from 
thorns, scorpions and bamboo 
spikes. Greater love hath no 
man. I thought. 
Dad seemed to have difficul­ 
ty, too, walking in the shower 
shoes. They slither, mud sucks 
them off, and brambles tear 
them askew. He decided to 
carry them and walked bare­ 
foot. It was past midnight and 
we were exhausted when he 
handed Suzuki and me lumps of 
fudge-like sugar. A thick patch 
of jungle was our camp. The 
Teacher had strung my ham­ 
mock and I fell into it. 
It rained that day and we 
amateurishly strung ponchos 
over our hammocks. Moonface 
caught an inch-long throng in 
his heel and went straight to 
Dad with a confidence that 
amused me. Dad dug it out for* 
him. 
We were scared. Even the 
guards seemed nervous. There 
was fighting about 300 yards 
away near the end of the 
march, with flares and the 
crash of mortars. We skirted 
villages and the guards held 
long consultations at each stop. 
Dad kept dropping out of line. 
had curved rubber sticking out He had the stomach 
upset 


known to American GIs in 
Vitnam as “ Ho Chi Minh’s 
Revenge.” 
We stopped at a place lit by 
the moon and flares, where 
straw had been stacked under a 
spreading tree. We were told to 
sleep but I didn’t. The guards 
went off in groups and seemed 
to be arguing over their plans. 
Gold Tooth appeared out of 
nowhere, bringing news, and by 
the light of the flares over the 
battle on the road I could see 
him drawing maps in the dust 
for the others. 
Off Again 
“ It is time to move,” Mr. Lib 
said. We scrambled up and in 
minutes were moving off again. 
I lit my next to last cigarette. 
It was sometime after 3 a.m. 
We did not use flashlights. 
We stopped suddenly on what 
I thought was a new trail. The 
Teacher 
was 
whispering 
in 
Cambodian, we were shaking 
hands, wishing good luck to 
each other. 
Then the six of us were alone 
in the dark. 
“ Where are we?” I asked 
Sarath. 
“ Highway 
4, 
but 
not 
at 
Trapeang Krailang. Quick, we 
must move from this place. 
The 
soldiers say 
we must 
v . . . . 


move. 
Still we stood. The Teacher 
appeared from somewhere be­ 
hind us. “ Move,” he whispered, 
then disappeared. 
We moved about 500 yards, 
our shower shoes making aloud 
flapping sound on the road. I 
walked in front “ because you 
have a white face,” as agreed 
beforehand. 
We argued about moving to a 
nearby abandoned house with 
old foxholes around it. The 
guards had said to wait until 
after the government armored 
road-clearing patrol had passed. 
We had said we would take 
civilian 
transportation 
back 
to Phnom Penh. But we knew 
we were not in a town, but 
territory 
controlled 
by 
the 
Khmer Rouge. 
Tied Up Flag 
Moonface won out. He took a 
piece of white parachute silk I 
had and tied it to a stick. We 
stripped off our gift clothing 
and dressed in the dark in what 
we had left of our civilian 
clothes. The pink grey dawn 
came slowly, illuminating an 
empty 
stretch 
of 
highway 
littered with spent shell cas­ 
ings. 
Shakily, I picked up my little 
bag. Moonface, clad 


torn trousers -now too large for 
him raised the white para­ 
chute silk flag. The two of us 
stepped out onto the highway, 
the others shuffling 
behind. 
There was the familiar flap of 
shower shoes in the unfamiliar 
naked light of day. 
Troops appeared on the crest 
of a hill ahead of us. We 
stopped and Moonface’s face 
fell, as did the flag he was 
carrying. We quickly shoved it 
up again, snapping at him 
nervously. 
Government 
or 
Khmer 
Rouge? 
The 
drag 
column 


moved slowly down the hill 
toward us. “ Lon Nol,” Sarath 
and 
Moonface 
said 
simul­ 
taneously. 
The 
approaching 
troops stopped, staring. 
We 
continued walking, slowly 
I could see their uniforms 
now and for the first time in 24 
days my nerves relaxed. I had 
to blink to hold back the tears. 
A first lieutenant was standing 
in the middle of the road. 
“ Journalists,” we said lame­ 
ly, still waving our flag high. 
The officer pointed at me. 
“ Miss 
Webb,” 
he 
said. 
“ You’re supposed to be dead.”

Attitude toward Judaism shifts 


Lands of Conflict and Faith: 
A conversation with Ben-Gurion

T E L AVIV, Israel (N E A )—- 
You turn off the big highway 
linking Tel Aviv and the port 
city of Eilat on the Red Sea and 
head 33 miles into the wilder­ 
ness. The road is single lane, 
paved, but not a trace of civili­ 
zation beyond the next curve. 
To the west and east high 
ranges guard the desert. Look­ 
ing to the edge of the horizon, 
one is sure that this is Death 
Valley. Gone are the Bedouin 
tents and flocks of sheep. 
Fences are nonexistent, power 
lines disappear, wildlife has 
vanished. 
This is the Negev desert, tra­ 
versed centuries, even ages ago 
by Abraham and Isaac and now 
the home of David Ben-Gurion. 
Ben-Gurion must have been 
out of his mind to plunge into 
this wasteland, claiming a site 
for the Sede Boque kibbutz in 
1952 and urging pioneers to 
build a community. Only a few 
miles from Sodom and the Dead 
Sea, the lowest spot on earth 
(>;B86 feet below sea level) and 
one of the low points of human 
activity in the Bible, a thriving 
community has been created 
out of nothing. The annual rain­ 
fall is five inches in a wet year. 
This kibbutz was the marvel 
of even the most daring desert 
developers since it had neither 
water nor a road. Yet Ben-Gu- 
rion knew his history—there 
h&donce, in ancient times, been 
a settlement in this part of the 
Negev. 
Sede 
Boquer 
means 
Rancher’s Field and so it is 
again in the 20th century. 
Ben-Gurion retired to 
this 
kibbutz in 1953. Except for an­ 
other term as minister of de­ 
fense and premier in 1955, he 
has called this desert his home 


and thinks thousands of others 
should join him. There is little 
doubt that he considers the pio­ 
neers (as he calls them) who 
have put their lives into the 
communal 
settlements 
all 
across this new nation as the 
core of Israel’s existence and 
the source of its spiritual desti­ 
ny. 
People who share the life of 
the frontier are acting on their 
beliefs. They are the center of 
civilization, the reclaimers of 
wasteland, the first line of de- 
vense along the borders. When a 
young man and young woman 
carry a rifle in order to plow, 
they are in the spirit of the fron­ 
tier. This is reality of 20 years of 
nationhood and this is where 
Ben-Gurion will spend the rest 
of his life. 
Israel continues to live on the 
edge of conflict and war. Yet the 
people seem confident, certain 
of their future and prepared to 
meet any military crises. Ben- 
Gurion has always believed that 
Israel could work out satisfac­ 
tory living arrangements with 
Jordan and Lebanon. The nego­ 
tiations with the United Arab 
Republic have never been con­ 
clusive. 
The current peace talks have 
made for new speculations 
about the future of national bor­ 
ders and Israeli officials are 
tight-lipped about any ultimate 
compromises. They have of­ 
fered to return the holy sites of 
Moslem concern but shy away 
from any hint of Jerusalem be­ 
coming an international city. 
Christians and Moslems are 
pressing for this as the only 
long-range answer to the reli­ 
gious tensions created by one- 
nation control of the Holy City. 
Ben-Gurion discussed re li­ 
gion, war, president, politics, 


Zionism for almost two hours. 
His comments on issues and 
personalities was most reveal­ 
ing: 
John F. Kennedy: 
“ Perhaps my favorite Amer­ 
ican leader. He told me that he 
would recognize Red China if he 
was elected to a second term. 
He felt it was long overdue.'” 
President Nixon: 
“ I me! him when I visited E i­ 
senhower at the White House. 
He was then, you know, vice 
president. We had lunch with 
the Nixons. Nixon? . . . I ’m just 
not sure of him.” 
Nasser: 
“ He was able to see the possi­ 
bilities of negotiation. Yet he 
knew that he would be assassi­ 
nated if ever he were to meet 
with me in conversation and ne­ 
gotiation.” 
Schweitzer: 
“ Although I never met him, I 
wrote him frequently. Is it pos­ 
sible that

years?” 
Eichmann: 
“ His execution had my abso­ 
lute

Martin 
Buber 
spoke to me for several hours, 
seeking life imprisonment in­ 
stead of death.

John X X II1 sat listening in 
tenlly as the honored French 
historian, Jules Isaac, outlined 
his research and findings. F i­ 
nally, the Pope leaned forward 
and asked: 
“ What do you think should be 
done?” 
Isa a c replied, “ I think a com­ 
mission should be formed at 
the Second Vatican Council to 
reappraise the Christian teach­ 
ings in regard to the Jews.” 
Pope John said, “ I was just 
thinking the same thing as you 
were talking.” 
That I960 conversation was 
related 
here 
last 
week 
by 
Isaac’s confidante and editor, 
Madam Claire H. Bishop, as 
the beginning of a basic shift in 
Christianity’s attitude toward 
Judaism with the effects widen 
ing ever since. 
“ The full results can’t yet be 
measured,” said Mme. Bishop, 
a 
French 
Roman 
Catholic. 
“ The change has begun and 
great progress has been made 
in the last decade, but 2,000 
years of emotional conditioning 
can’t be changed overnight.” 
Both Isaac and Pope John 
died in 1963, prior to the Vati­ 
can Council’s historic 1965 dec­ 
laration formally repudiating 
the long-perpetuated, non-Bib- 
lical stricture that the Jews 
killed 
Christ 
and 
stressing 
Christian ties to Judaism. But 


the 
two 
men 
were 
prime 
movers of the continuing reas­ 
sessment . 
They impelled “ the turning 
point,” commented Rabbi Marc 
H Tanenbaum, director of in- 
terreligious 
affairs 
for 
the 
American Jewish Committee. 
Although Pope John’s part in 
it is well known, Americans 
have been only scantily aware 
of the influence of Isaac and 
his jarringly factual exposition 
of the issue, compiled while 
hiding in the French under­ 
ground from the Nazis. 
Called “ Jesus and Israel,” it 
was published in English for 
the first time this month by 
Holt, Rinehart and Winston. It 
provides an historically prob­ 
ing, sometimes startling con­ 
trast 
between the Scriptural 
record of the Jew s’ relation to 
Judaism, as against traditional 
church views about it. 
“ It is an achievement of rev­ 
olutionary 
implications 
for 
Christianity,” says the 
Rev. 
Edward H. Flannery, executive 
secretary of the U.S. Bishops’ 
Secretariat for Catholic-Jewish 
Relations. 
He adds that the “ epoch-mak 
ing book” opens new insights 
into “ Christian origins drawn 
from Christian sources them­ 
selves” showing the “ true atti­ 
tude of Jesus toward His people 
and of His people todard Him,” 
as seen by an objective histo­ 
rian. 
It is often as if Scriptures 
were being seen “ in their pris­ 


tine purity for the first time,’ 
he says. 
Isaac, a renowned historian, 
former French inspector gener­ 
al of education, internationally 


known in academic circles for 
his seven-volume world history, 
espoused no specific religion 
himself, but 
was of Jewish 
background
